STEAMSHIP SUBSIDIES AND 
‘THE ‘CONFERENCE.’ 
Evidence of Sir Aloxander 
Swettenham. 


The Select Committee of the House of 
Commons which is inquiring into the effect 
on trude of tho granting of subsidies to 
steamship lines has examined Sir Alexander 
Swettenham, tute Colonial Seeretary and 
Acting-Governor at Singapore: In answer 
to the Chairman, Sir Alexanier said it had

a view to ascertaining whethor British trada 
was holding its own. He gave thé Com- 
mittes. the figures showing the entripa at 
Singapore in the years 1886 and 1899. . The 
tounage under the Belgian and French flags 
had mado no progress betucen those two 


years, the German tonnage had more than 


doubled, the Japanese had increased 10- 
fold, and that of the United Kingdom had 


increased 60 per cent. In thocase of Hong- 
kon, Austrian and German tonnage had 
neariy doubled, and Frenih: had imade 
but Jittle progress. The figures. of the 
United Kingdom were 3,331,000 tons in 
1€86_ sud 4,302,000 tons in 1899. Pro- 
ceeding.to deal with the treaty porta of 
‘China, tho witness gayé the figures fur: the 
yeirs 1888 and 1900, which showed that the 
trade of Franco with these ports amounted 
in 1888 to.
